NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—-George 
White, chairman of the Democratic

“S\VO singers, known of old time 

in St Louis, emerged like bril- 

Mant strangers from the per- 
formance of Puccini's “La Boheme,” 
with which, last: night, the Scotti 
Grand Opera Company initiated its 
third visit to the Odeon. 
» Orville Harrold, tenor of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Company, had sung 
here in recital and twice with the 
present troupe, but nothing in the 
past foreshadowed the eloquence of 
thrilling voice and the appeal of act- 
ing which he brought to the role of 
Rodolfo. 

Mme. Marie Sundélius had never 
been heard here in opera; but eight 
years ago, at the outset of her 
career, she was overjoyed to make 


the trip from New York to appear’ 


ata “pop” concert of the Symphony 
Orchestra; in the succeeding year 
she was soloist at a pair of regular 
Symphony concerts. At that time 
her voice was recognized as lovely, 
but ft was considered cold and in- 
expressive. So that one did not 
altogether anticipate the charm, ten- 
derness and pathos with which the 
Metropolitan Opera soprano now in- 
vests the part of Mimi. 
With Mme. Sundelius and Harrold 
as the luminaries of the evening, 
there was added Antonio Scotti’s 
vivid portrayal of the madcap paint- 
er, Marcello—one so rich in telling 
detail as to Aominate the stage, 
though unobtrusively, whenever the 
gréat acting baritone was present.

“OZECHO - SLOVAK STORIES,” 
Translated and with an _  Intro- 
ductory Essay on Czecho-Slovak- 
ian Literature, by Sarka B. Hrb- 
kova. (Duffield & Co.) 
HE “Interpreter’s Series” of 
T enter this forms one of the in- 
augural volums is to be made 
up of collections of modern stories 
by the greatest contemporary writ- 
ers of the less-known nations. 
Such, at least, is the promise of 
the advertisement. And yet, of the 
10 authors included in this book, 
three or four died in the past centu- 
ry, and of the living remainder the 
youngest saw the light in 1864. Ob- 
viously, therefore, the ‘“‘contempora- 
ry” writers of Bohemia receive alto- 
gether too little attention. Of the 
great struggle which=has won for the 
Czechs the complete realization of 
their centuries-old ambition for na- 
tional self-dependence, hardly a 
trace is recorded in these pages. So 
far as this volume is concérned, 
Hradcany, the wondrous Acropolis 
of the Golden City, Prague, might 
still be an official residence of the 
Hapsburgs and their  vice-regents. 
There is nothing specifically contem- 
porary in the contents, nor yet in the 
style, of these stories. 

Besides, most of the authors as- 
sembled to represent the power of 
their nation in the narrative fleli 
aré not short-story writers a fortiorl. 
Svatopluk Cech, for instance, ranks 
first as an epic poet, while Jan Ne- 
ruda’s fame rests on his “feuille- 
tons” and, next, on his lyrics. 

A fairly adequate idea of the 
variegated wealth of Czechish let 

ters (those of the Slovaks of Mora- 
via are treated as a negligible quan- 
tity—or, is it quality?) is gained 
from Miss Hrbkova’s introduction to 
her collection and from the brief 
sketches preceding the several se- 
lections, Bohemia has ever led an 
active, intellectual life, and even 
during her long partial eclipse as a 
political entity a compensatory edu- 
cational enlightenment made possi- 
tion of a solid basis 
for her pregént literary renaissance. 
Miss Hrbkova brings to her task 
the valuable and highly uncommon 
qualification of perfect knowledge 
of the two idioms involved. Her 
translations are worthy of highest 
praise. There are, of course, some 
minor imperfections, as when in va- 
rious places, “zenish’” and “neves- 
ta” (English typography does not 
supply the lacking diacritical 
marks) are wrongly rendered as 
“bridegroom” and “bride.” Inaccu- 
racies in the precarious translitera- 
tion of proper names were unavoid- 
able; also in the indication of sylla- 
bic quantity, the intended consis- 
tency was not absolutely reached, as 
a scrutiny of page 133, for instance, 
will demonstrate. 

Czech is a very fine language, 
with an inflectional apparatus sur- 
passing by far that of English or 
German in respect of intricacy; and 
the resultant range of expressive- 
ness. But the softness implied by a 
reference in one of the tales to a 
German, speaking Czech with a 
“hard foreign accent,"is certainly not 
one of its inherent qualities. 

The specimens of fiction presented 
in the volume having been gathered 
for the most part from an immature 
and imitative period of literature, 
the best national traits, artistically 
considered, are overshadowed by 
that Slavic fondness for aggressive 
moralizing classically typified in the 
writings of Tolstoy. 

Nevertheless, some of the stories 
exhibit a more than relative excel- 
lence. Svoboda's “Every Fifth 
Man” is as thrilling an account of a 
military adventure as may well be 
given within such limited compass. 
It describes the punishment of an 
Austrian unit, whose hated com- 
mander has been murdered, by the 
method of “decimation” raised to a 
still more brutal potency. The nar- 
nator, as a favorite of one of the 
officers, has received a “tip:" “Ev- 
ery fifth man—take care!"" In his 
frenzied instinct of self-preservation 
he thrusts the good-natured company 
dunce out of his position and forces 
him to change places. As he marches 
away from the terrible scene, saved 
with the lucky majority, the collec- 
tive discharge of small-arms howls 
out behind them. “I cried out faint- 
ly. For a moment all became black 
before my eyes. In my breast some- 
thing ached as if my heart had been 
torn out by force. My. whole being 
was crushed under a weight of 
grief." The last sentence in the 
story almost supports the. sinister 
suggestion that religion must be a 
form of punishment, since bad peo- 
ple almost invariably get it; often the 
moral culprit is a virtuoso in prayer: 
“And I began to pray the Lord's 
prayer fervently and sincerely as I 
had not been able to do since my 
earliest childhood.”

1858, since which time, we are told, 
in her biographic sketch, “she has 
been almost feverishly active in her 
literary effort’’—when, as a matter 
of fact, her life’s fitful literary fever 
was permanently relieved in 1899. 


Czecho-Slovakia as she reflects 
herself in these extracts from her 
modern literature, is a country with 
very great socia] and literary possi- 
bilities, struggling under able leader- 
ship towards intellectual and artistic 
self-determination. She is, withal, a 
“young country” even in some of the 
external aspects of culture and taste. 
Of that, the “Czecho-slovak Stories” 
afford a heap of amusing evidence. 
Women in those now republican re- 
gions must still be embarrassed for 
something to talk about to their men. 
One of thém racks her poor little 
brain until the hope bursts forth 
that the husband may bring home 
some apples. Why? “Well, maybe 
one of them will be decayed, and 
she will show him the worm and cry, 
“Oh, a worm! Such a big, long 
worm’; and he of course will step 
on it, and thus conversation will en- 
sue.”’ Some national habits stand in 
need of reform. “The young wife 
turned away from the window with 
a sense of weariness which she her- 
self scarcely comprehended. She cast 
her eyes over the room which was 
still in disorder and filled with the 
breath of sleep. The air was heavy, 
etc. © © &"* We can comprehend 
at least one factor in the young wife's 
sense of weariness of which she was 
unaware; and would freely advise 
the new republic to adopt the salu- 
brious policy of the open window. 
The servant problem used to be 
Simple. ‘“‘She walked out of the bad- 
room and gave her hand to the an- 
gular maid to be kissed” (a quo- 
tidian salute). Here is a not alto- 
gether appetizing bit of still-life in a 
well-to-do honeymooners’ home, 
showing that table manners are not 
improved by the ministrations of 
convent-bred art. “He cleaned his 
teeth for a long time with a tooth- 
pick which she herself had fashioned 
for him by winding strings of small 
beads around a tapering quill, ac- 
cording to a pattern she had seen at 
the convent.” 


There can be no gainsaying that 
the publication of these stories, in 
spite of all shortcomings, renders a 
service of value. The editor should 
be encouraged to make good the 
publisher’s promise {n a second in- 
stallment designed specifically to ac- 
quaint the American public with 
that portion of Bohemian fiction con- 
temporary with us not alone in point 
of time, but likewise in respect of 
tendencies and aspirations.

And that even the weariest river 
Winds somewhere safe to the sea.” 


Gladys Cromwell's poetry is 

thoughtful throughout her varying 
moods. The ultimate renunciation of 
life is almost foreshadowed in it, for 
philosophical meditation does not 
quite achieve resignation, does not 
quite conquer the tragic conception 
of life held by this sensitive soul and 
accentuated by the grim reality ‘of 
war, as seen by a girl of the A. E. F., 
who served where. soldiers suffered. 
Padraic Colum says of her in his in- 
troduction, “She is proud that she 
had the courage to oppose and she 
knows that she has won illumination 
from conflict—but the heavy and un- 
imaginable weight of the world’s 
agony became too great to bear.”’ 
The tragedy ensued, and the two 
girls called the “Twin Angels” by the 
adoring poilus during the long 
months of bombardment in the Cha- 
lons sector, loved by their co-work- 
ers and decorated for their service 
by the French Government with the 
Croix de Guerre and the Medaille dé 
Reconnaissance Francaise, sought 
peace from the spiritual abyss into 
which they had been plunged by the 
immeasurable tragedy of war. 

“Oh, not a temporal winter, not 

A fitful sleep; 
But such a lasting winter as 
Dark oceans keep.” 

One reads the words almost rer- 
efently. Gladys Cromwell longed for 
and trusted in a dark peace which, 
though she sings joyfully at times, 
was the poignant need that shines 
through the lyrical utterances of her 
solemn poetry with its somber leit- 
motif of sorrow. <A wraith of sad- 
ness, a more than ethereal beauty of 
spirit throughout the poems, points 
to the author’s end and almost des- 
ignates it as inevitable.

That will continue to be the-case until terminals are 
secured and a joint rate structure between the barges 
and the railroads is built up for the protection of 
subsequent private investment in waterway transpor- 
tation. Despite the lamentable condition of trans- 
portation in the country now, there would not be a 
pound of freight moving between St. Louis and ship- 
side at New Orleans except for the Government op- 
eration. The Republican platform upon which Sen- 
ator Harding is running is against Government own- 
ership of railroads, and had waterways been a factor 
at the time it would have been against Government 


{t is what Senator Harding has in mind when he 
expresses doubt about the wisdom of continuing a 
Government operation upon the lower Mississippi.

The first of the powerful towboats 
which are to supplant the old and immodern stern- 
wheelers on the rivér has just passed a successful test 
in the Ohio and is waiting high water to go down to 
Cairo. It would be a disaster to the valley if at a 
time when the Mississippi is upon the verge of coming 
back a reactionary influence like that behind Senator 
Harding should come into control of the Government 
and embarrass the present Federal policy.
